HE roth the Congrefs fign'd the Act of 

‘Confederacy, and then proceeded. to no- 
minate 4 Deputies, ro reprefent’ to the 
.King of Sweden’s Commiffioners Horn 
™ and Wachilager, that feeing the Affembly 

had finif'd the Affairs they. met about, they defir'd 
‘the Swedifh Troops might be*order’d to move off 
the Lands of the Confederates and raife no more 
Contributions ; and that they the Commiflioners 
would declare, when they would begin to treat with 
the Republick now free, The 20th thofe Deputies 
reported to the Affembly, that the Anfwer given 


them by the faid. Commiffioners was, that they had 
-difpatch’d an Exprefs about it to. the King their Ma- 


fter, and expected his Refolution; whereupon one 


of the Deputies could not forbear faying, that at that 
rate thofe Swedith Gentlemen weré'rather Corref{pon- 
- dents than Commiffionets, feeing they had no Power; 
and confequently that it would be»the beft way to 
fend Deputies from among themfelves to his Swedith 
-Majefty, for “his dire& Anfwer. Then a:Letter in 
Latin from the. Czar of Mufcovy was fread, in which 
he declares that he will affift ahe King of Poland 
with all his Forces, purfwant to his Alliance ; andthat, 
to fatisfie all Europe that he willdo nothing but what 
is juft, he bad thought good to-fend a Copy of the 
fame Letter to the Cou 
States of Chriftendom, ~The 21ft nothing confider- 
able was done; The Cardinal was abfent that day, 
as he was likewife the day before. A Refolution was 
pafs’d to wait for the King of Sweden’s Anfwer, and 
to nominate to day a Depuryvout of: each Palatinat 
and Diftri&t, to compote a Council, and affift the 
Cardinal Primate with full Power. To day that 
Nomination was made accordingly, and it was kd 
folv’d that his Eminency fhould be defir'd in t 
Nate of che Congrefs, to getr-Orders from the Swe-. 
dith Commiffioners, exprefly forbidding the Troops 
of that Narion to exaét Contsibutions any longer, to 
procure the Liberty of fome of. the’Polith Nobility 
who are kept Prifonersiby the Swedes, and likewife 
prefs the King of Sweden to: declaré- pofitively 
what further Inceptions“are. Laftly, ufe of 
his Emiinency’s ill Stare of Health, they refolv’d the 
-Affembly thonld for the farure be held in his Palace, 
By Letters from Cracow. we areinform’d,) rhat the: 
King of Poland continues there, and that, being told 
what a Refolurion the Confederateshad ‘pafs’d againft 
him, he faid, they might’in a’little time beimade to 
The Cagdinal and whe -reft of the Congrefs’ not 
thinking themfelves fafe enough here, have defir'd 
neral Horn to ferdito 400 Swedith#oot and 200 
Florfe to advance hithespto guard thieCity.

-verfalia thould be difpatch’d, to fummon the Nobility 
to mount on Horfeback, which they fhould be warn’d 
to obey forthwith without waiting for a fecond Sum- 
mons. | "Tis believ’d thefe Refolutions of the Council 
be made publick to day or tomottow. Some 
People are of Opinion, that the Refolutions taken 
by the Congrefs of the Confederates will nor be pur 
in)Execution ; the rather, becaufe the leffer Nobility 
appear t0,be difpleas’d with their Conduct. 
"Later Advices from Cracow fay, that the Generals 
_ of the Army of the:Crown ate againft the Dethroning 
of the King; that the Palatinats of Sendomir and 
Cracowvare refolv’d to.continue faithful to his Ma- 
jetty 5 ‘that: ’tis not doubted other Palatinats will fol- 
w their Example That his Majefty is in. daily Ex- 
pectation of great Succoursifrom Mufcovy ; and that 
the Letter written by the Czar to the Confederates 
has had a good Effect upon many of the Nobility in 
favour of his Polith Majefty.

Nimes, Feb. 15. The 8th the Camifars came to 
Generargues, where they committed fome Diforders 
and carried off 8 Perfons. The 9th fome Parties of 
them came into the Neighbourhood of this Place and 
kilPd feveral Peafants whom they found at work in 
the Vineyards; And the next day the dead Bodies 
were brought into this Town and intert’d. The fame 
day our Governour receiv’d a Letter frdm their Lea- 
der Cavalier, in which he told him, that if 2 Party 
Leaders of ours,viz. le Fevre and Hermite continued 
to put any more new Converts to the Sword, the 
amifars would revenge their Death on all the Old 
Catholicks who fhould fall into their Hands, and 
would take an opportunity to burn the Suburbs of 
this Town. The Affembly of the Eftates of Lan- 
‘guedoc being broken up, the Mathhal de Montrevel 
gre hither the r2th and went from hence yefterday 
9 Sommieres. The 13th the Sieur Julien arriy’d at 
‘Laffan, where he was not expected. Yefterday in 
the Morning, he order’d all the Inhabitanrs to appear 
‘beforehim, and caus’d 46 young Men of them, able 
‘to bear Arms, to be feiz’d, and they are brought hi- 
ther,’ He has order’d all the Farriers, Smiths, Barber- 
Surgeons, and Shoomakers, to leave the Neighbour- 
ing Villages to come and live in that Town, and to 
work for no body bur thofe whom the Council fhall 
approve, The faid Monfieur Julien, has caus'd all 
othe Mills to be Burnt, and all the Ovens in the faid 

bie to bs fpoil’d, from Alais to Ganges. 
Feb. 22, The Project form’d by the Mar- 
fhal de Montrevel,to extifpare the Cantifars and their 
Adherents, began..to be executed the 19th inftant. 
Monfieur de Planque had Orders before to ruine all 
»the Mills and Ovens in the Villages of the Upper 
Sevennes,dand then to oblige the Peafants to retire 
‘into the neareft great Towns. Some obey’d, bur 
others were unwilling to remove from their an- 
cient Dwellings, whereupon they were-put to the 
without ‘Mercy, to the numbef of 
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§ and 600 Perfons. After this terrible Execution, the

This has oblig’d the Camifars to 
divide them{elves into feveral Bodies likewife, to pre- 
vent being furrounded ; and they conftantly put to 
Death ali the Old Gatholicks they meet. So that be 
tween both a great deal of Blood is daily fpilc.
